A mural dedication to 
the life of Makensie Hay- 
Youngman was held on 
Saturday, April 7 at the 
Bracken County Public Li¬ 
brary. Four ten-foot paint¬ 
ings, depicting the four 
seasons, were unveiled in 
the Children’s Wing to a 
large crowd of Makensie’s 
family, friends, and com¬ 
munity members. Every¬ 
one knows that it takes a 
village to raise a child, but 
Makensie’s parents, Gary 
and Sharon Hay, know it 
also takes a community to 
help heal a family. 

While Makensie had 
many accomplishments in 
her young life, like being 
an honor student at Brack¬ 
en County High School, 
having a degree in biology 
from the University of Ken¬ 
tucky, a job as a lab tech at 
East Kentucky Power, and 
a happy marriage to Ashley 
Youngman, she still strug¬ 
gled with the darkness of 
depression. For years her 
fight with depression took 
her through struggles of 
medications and treatments 
that never quite brought 
her completely through the 
darkness she was plagued 
with. 

After her death, her 
family struggled with a way 
to come to terms with her 
death, and because Maken¬ 


sie’s love and appreciation of 
art, this mural was the natural 
choice to begin the healing 
process for her family. Local 
artist Ken Swinson, work¬ 
ing with Makensie’s family 
and friends, laid the founda¬ 
tion for the four murals that 
would capture the beauty of 
Makensie’s life through the 
depiction of a child’s heart 
and spirit during the four sea¬

From Our Fellow Kentuckians 
Rascals, Heroes And Just 
Plain UnCommon Folk 

By James C. Claypool 

Jane Todd Crawford was 
a very brave and determined 
pioneer woman, considering 
the time of her birth in 1763 
in Virginia. She married in 
1794, a man named Thomas 
Crawford. Eventually, they 
lived in Green County, Ken¬ 
tucky, where there were no 
surgeons. 

At the age of forty-five, 
she was thought to be pregnant 
with twins, but she felt this 
was a false diagnosis, and took 
matters into her own hands. 

She corresponded with 
Dr. Ephraim McDowell, who 
was a well-known medical 
man, very well trained in sur¬ 
gery and lived in Danville, 
Kentucky. The result was that 
if there was an ovarian tumor, 
“he would be willing to oper¬ 
ate, but there was a real dan¬ 
ger of infection and she might 
die.” 

Mrs. Crawford decided 
she would place her trust in 


Dr. McDowell. She rode 
horseback in the cold winter 
of December 1809, roughly 
sixty miles to Danville to the 
doctor’s house. 

He determined “that she 
was not pregnant and that she 
had a large ovarian tumor that, 
if not removed, would certain¬ 
ly kill her.” 

Popular opinion then was 
that cutting into a body was 
not to be considered, and such 
removal was not to be done. 

During the surgery there 
was no anesthesia, and Mrs. 
Crawford, conscious but with 
arms and legs restrained for 
the twenty-five minutes need¬ 
ed to remove a 22 V 2 pound 
cystic tumor, recited psalms. 

Restored to health after 
twenty-five days, Mrs. Craw¬ 
ford returned on horseback to 
her home in Green County, 
and lived to be about seventy- 
nine years old, dying in 1842.

THE SIGNIFICANCE OF THE RESURRECTION 
by Cornelius R. Stam 

In his great Epistle to the Romans, St. Paul introduces 
himself immediately as ”a bondslave of Jesus Christ, called 
to be an apostle,” to proclaim God’s good news about 
Christ. 

Paul’s ’’gospel of the grace of God” was essentially 
about the Lord Jesus Christ. He was always talking about 
Christ. His epistles are filled with Christ. Christ, in his 
message, was everything. This is in striking contrast to 
much of our modern preaching and evangelism, which is 
not Christ-centered, but man-centered. 

The gospel Paul proclaimed was God’s good news 
about Christ and His power and glory in defeating Satan, 
overcoming death, paying for sin and nailing the Law to 
His cross. 

This is why the Apostle calls his message ’’the good news 
of the glory of Christ” (II Cor. 4:4). To enter experientially 
into the truth of this good news is the greatest blessing one 
can possibly experience. 

In Verse 4 of his introduction to the Roman Epistle, the 
Apostle declares that Christ was powerfully declared to be 
the Son of God ”by the resurrection from the dead.” 

The resurrection of Christ had been both prophesied 
and proclaimed as a historical fact before Paul, but to Paul 
was committed a special message of good news concerning 
the resurrection. In his God-given message, Christ was 
raised from the dead to demonstrate that as God the Son 
He had paid the full penalty for sins that would have sunk 
a world to hell. Thus the Apostle writes to Timothy, his son 
in the faith: 

ff Consider what I say, and the Lord give thee 
understanding in all things. 

"Remember that Jesus Christ, of the seed of David 
[this is how Christ had formerly been known] was 
raised from the dead according to my gospel, wherein I 
suffer trouble as an evildoer, even unto bonds" (II Tim. 
2:7-9). 

Read the Epistles of Paul and see how salvation by 
grace through faith always hinges upon the finished work 
of Christ for our redemption. ’’Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ and thou shalt be saved.”

P.T. Cook’s diary 
entry for November 
1864 Civil War battle 

This entry in Judge P. 
T. Cook’s diary includes the 
description of a battle fought 
between the Union Army and 
a Confederate group led by 
General Nathan Bedford For¬ 
rest. After the Civil War, For¬ 
rest became the founder of the 
Ku Klux Klan in Tennessee. 

26 November 1864 - De¬ 
tailed as a guard with oth¬ 
ers for sixty (60) prisoners. 
The regiment is sustaining 
us. At 10 o 4 clock at night 
we marched out of Colum¬ 
bia, down the Duck River a 
mile or two, and crossed on a 
pontoon bridge and marched 
a mile or two farther and go 
into camp, near Rutherford’s 
Creek. 

27 November 1864 - The 
roads were so muddy that it 
ran over the top of our boots 
one time and near the top of¬ 
ten. 

28 November 1864 - 
Break camp and marching 
both. In a little way I became 
so tired that I threw away my 
knapsack, containing all my 
clothes, save what I had on 
and my blanket. 

About noon we arrived at 
Thompson’s Station and went 
into camp. At night we put 
the prisoners in a little church 
and guarded them. When 
off duty, I wrap my blanket 
around me and sleep under a 
blanket. 

29 November 1864 - Af¬ 
ter dinner (Nathan Bedford) 
Forrest’s cavalry appear on 
our right, make a dash, and 
drive us back near Spring 
Hill. They get the sixty (60) 
prisoners and take a few of 
our men as prisoners. 

In the run I lost my blan¬ 
ket and haversack. Forest’s 
men kill thirty-six (36) mules, 
bum six (6) wagons and kill a 
few refugees. 

At night I turn the cape 
of my overcoat over my head 
and lay down in the mud in a 
com field to sleep without any 
supper. During the night, I 
was aroused twice, once to be 
given thirty-six (36) rounds 
of ammunition and once to be 
given three (3) crackers. 

30 November 1864 - At 
2 o’clock a.m. we started 
north to Franklin, Tennessee, 
arrived at 8 or 9 o’clock and 
go into camp. In the after¬ 
noon Company “H” came in 
and Amos, whom I had not 
seen for more than a month. 
I asked for his haversadk. It 
had nothing in it but meat. I 
ate a piece of fat mess port 
raw. 

At about three o’clock 
our regiment started for Nash¬ 
ville, but just as we got to the 
end of the bridge across the 
Harper River, our Lieutenant 
Colonel Dan McCoy received 
a request to remain and lie in 
reserve. 

He put the matter to vote 
and all but six or eight voted 
to stay. We went back and 
were placed in the second re¬ 
serve in the rear of the 16 th 
Kentucky, which was in first 
reserve and for the occasion 
we were assigned to the 3 rd 
Division, 3 rd Brigade, 233 rd 
Army Corps under General 
Riley, who was under Gen¬ 
eral Cox. Just at sundown 
the battle began.

April is Autism Awareness month 


What is Autism? 

Autism spectrum dis¬ 
order (ASD) and autism 
are both general terms for a 
group of complex disorders 
of brain development. These 
disorders are characterized, 
in varying degrees, by diffi¬ 
culties in social interaction, 
verbal and nonverbal com¬ 
munication and repetitive 
behaviors. ASD can be asso¬ 
ciated with intellectual dis¬ 
ability, difficulties in motor 
coordination and attention 
and physical health issues 
such as sleep and gastroin¬ 
testinal disturbances. 

Signs of autism and 
symptoms of autism tend 
to emerge between 2 and 3 
years of age. 

Some signs of autism 
are: 

• no big smiles or joyful 
expressions by six months, 

• no back and forth ex¬ 
pressions or sounds by nine 
months, 

• no babbling by 12 
months, 

• no back and forth ges¬ 
tures such as pointing, wav¬ 
ing, showing by 12 months, 

• no words by 16 
months, 

• no two-word meaning¬ 
ful phrases (without imi¬ 
tating or repeating) by 24 
months, 

• any loss of speech, bab¬ 
bling, or social skills at any 
age. 



If you suspect your child 
has autism, speak to your doc¬ 
tor. If your child has autism, 
early intervention is of great 
importance. Autism is being 
diagnosed in one of every 
110 children and this rate is 
increasing 10-17% annually. 
There is no explanation for 
this continued increase and 
no cure for autism. Increas¬ 
ing awareness is key to early 
intervention. 

Show your support for 
Autism Awareness by light¬ 
ing up your home, business, 
school, house of worship or 
website in the color blue.
